Selectmen deny 
gas extension 


The Board of Selectmen denied 
permission to Lowell Gas to ex- 
tend their natural gas line 3,706 
feet, from Woburn Street between 
Federal and Concord Street, and 
on Concord Street from the Eagle 
Can Company to the North Read- 
ing line at Monday’s meeting. 

The denial caused Mrs, Drew 
to exciaim, ‘I think you’re being 
very shortsighted!’ The vote was 
3-0, with Bender, Niles and La 
Rivee voting to deny, 

The‘denial followed a demand 
for a public hearing by Bender, 
Niles, and LaRivee at last week’s 
Selectmen’s meeting. Bender 
moved to deny permission, saying 
that work on a road aS narrow as 
Woburn Street would create a haz- 
ard at this time of year, and he 
recommended that the request be 
re-submitted in the spring. 

Mr, Girard, who appeared on 
behalf of Lowell Gas, explained 
that there were two main reasons 
for the Company’s desire to ex- 
tend its gas mains: (1) Lowell 
Gas is awaiting word from the 
community of North Reading on a 
franchise, which would make them 
the suppliers of natural gas to that

community; and (2) the possibility 
of industry on Concord Street, as 
well as the desire to extend natur- 
al gas facilities to all of the com- 
munity. 

Selectman Niles asked if there 
was a possibility of disturbing the 
pavement in the process of laying 
the mains, Girard replied that 
if any pavement were disturbed, 
it would be replaced, and ifweath- 
er conditions prevented complete 
Tepaving, a sealer would be applied 
to the road to prevent erosion, 
Girard said that the work would 
proceed at about 800 feet a day 
when the weather was good, and 
that a uniformed officer would be 
in attendance during working hours 
to control traffic, 

TM Richard Henneberger asked 
that a copy of the plans be sub- 
mitted to the Water Department, 
Henneberger added that the Water

Auburn intersection, Henneberger 
said it would cost the town $2,500 
to remove a rock obstruction, He 
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Viate, though not completely re- 
solve, the problem, 


Park Street Bridge 

Several women residents of the 
Park Street area appeared before 
the Board to find out what is be- 
ing done about replacing the fenc- 
ing on the Park Street bridge. 

The bridge, without fencing, is 
considered to be a serious hazard 
to school children, and falls under 
the jurisdiction of the state high- 
way department. 

Last year the town put up a 
snow fence for safety, which the 
state highway department removed 
this summer. Since then the anx- 
fous residents have been awaiting 
restoration of the fence by the 
highway department, 

The Selectmen assured the lad- 
jes present at the meeting that 
they were doing everything they 
could, and that a meeting of the 
State highway officials had been 
Scheduled for this Wednesday to 
decide what kind of fence will be 
put up,

Planning Bd wants 
to ‘Unzone’ 


‘The Planning Board, Tue: 
night, in its regular nesting, 
moved to rezone land in North 
Wilmington from Industrial to 
its former status of Rural, 

At the suggestion of its newest 
member, Madelyn McKie, the 
board unanimously submitted an 
article for the Town Meeting of 
October -25th which would have 
the town vote to rezone large areas 
of land on both sides of Route 125, 
and on both sides of Andover Street. 

The land was zoned ‘rural’ un- 
til about six years ago, when the 
then Town Manager and Select- 
men, in a surprise and some- 
what secretive move, asked a spe- 
clal town meeting to rezone large 
areas of North Wilmington into 
‘Industrial’ in the vague hope of 
inducing industrial firms to locate 
there, The town meeting complied, 
in the belief that there was abasis 
for the move, but only one small 
firm located in Wilmington as a 
result, and it has since left town, 

After that town meeting of six 
years ago, the Planning Board, 
realizing that it had been misled, 
reserved to ‘Never Again’ recom- 
mend re7ontng on the type of hope- 
ful thinking prevelant at that time, 

Mrs, McKie told the other mem- 
bers of the board (only four were 
present, with Miceli having sent 
a@ message that he could not attend 
because of some unspecified ac- 
cident) that she had felt for along 
time that it was an injustice to the 
people of Wilmington to have that 
large area in North Wilmington 
zoned for industry, on vague 
hopes, 

The rezoning of six years ago 
was characterized in the Town 
Crier as the ‘Lightning Might 
Strike Rezoning’, As proposed 
by the Planning Board, Tuesday 
night, not all of the land that was 
made industrial six years ago will 
be rezoned to rural, principally 
because there had not been time 
to prepare an adequate article for 
the town meeting. 


Chapter 40A 

Mrs. McKie also moved, and 
it was unanimously voted, to 
submit an article for the Town 
Meeting, to have the town adopt 
Chapter 40A of the General Laws, 
Chapter 40A is that section of the 
General Laws which prohibits the 
owner or sponsor of a rezoning 
article which has failed of pass- 
age, in a town meeting, to bring 
it in to another town meeting for 
two years, without the express 
approval of the Planning Board,

With the Town Engineer now 
in the Town Garage, most of the 
town’s business being conducted 
in the Town Hall, andthe Planning 


Board meeting, at last, ‘ina 
home of its own’ at the Middle- 
sex County Bank Building, mix- 


ups can be expected to happen, 
and they did Tuesday night. 

Two maps disappeared, some- 
how, on Tuesday, and were not 
available for the Planning Board 
meeting. 

One of the maps had been sub- 
mitted by the Jackson Brothers, 
and was for land in the area of 
Nichols Street and Shawsheen Ave, 

Fred Jackson and Town Engi- 
neer Alphonse Savignac searched 
for that map for over an hour, 
with two trips to the Town Garage, 
but were unable to find it, Jack- 
son shrugged it off, saying that 
“it will turn up’. 

The other map submitted was of 
a more serious nature, 

It had been brought to the Town 
Clerk Tuesday, for a‘time-stamp’ 
by a brother of James V, DeCar- 
olis of Tewksbury, and was pre- 
sumed to have been locked up in 
the town safe, for the night, 

Mr. DeCarolis, who arrived 
late at the Planning Board meet- 
ing, was quite perturbed. He 
believed that the plan should have 
been given to the Planning Board, 
for their action, and made sev- 
eral disturbing remarks about the 
fact. At one time he asked if the 
Police Department might have a 
town hall key, 

De Carolis owns 20 acres of 
land, at the corner of Shawsheen 
Avenue and Hopkins Street, This 
is one of the two sites which the 
Permanent Building Committee 
seeks to acquire in the October 
25th Town Meeting, for a future 
school, and Supt, of Schools Har- 
old Shea has described this to 
the Planning Board as being ‘The 
Key Site, for West Wilmington’. 

De Carolis was told by the 
chairman that the town was plan- 
ning to acquire the land, 

He told Rounds, the chairman, 
that he had already sold four of 
the six houselots he had planned 
to front on Shawsheen Avenue, 
It was more important for him, 
he said, to sell as houselots in- 
stead of as a school, The missing 
plan was for those six houselots, 
which De Carolis wanted the Plan- 
ning Board to sign, under the 
‘No Approval Needed’ clause gov- 
erning such signatures, 

De Carolis had with him two
